Osage City . Has.. Oct. 5.—A frightful 
railroad wreck, attended by serious loss 
of life and made more terrible by the 
self-murder 
of one of the 
terrified 
passengers, occurred at 5 o'clock y es­ 
terday morning on the Santa Fe road 
two miles north of this station. 
Seven 
dead bodies have been recovered from 
the wreck, and it is feared other vic­ 
tims are buried beneath the debris. 
The wrecked train was the east-bound 
passenger No. 2, the same that had 
such a thrilling experience with band­ 
its in New Mexico on Friday night i entirely 
last. 
The wreck was caused by the 
explosion of the boiler of the locomo­ 
tive. The engineer should have stopped 
for water at Osage City , but being j 
behind time he endeavored to run to 
the next tank. 
Though it is not posi­ 
tively known, the engineer arid fireman 
having both met death in the wreck, 
it is surmised that their neglect was 
the cause of the disaster. The train 
had proceeded but two miles bey ond 
this place—about to the Peterson coal 
chutes—when 
two 
terrific explosions 
were heard, one following close after 
the other. 
T h ou gh t It W as A n oth e r H oh l-l p. 
The locomotive was completely shat­ 
tered. 
The express, baggage and pas­ 
senger coaches came crashing upon the 
wrecked engine, and the coaches that 
were ahead were piled up in one heap 
of wreckage. The coaches in the rear

were all derailed, hut the passengers 
riding in the rear escaped serious in­ 
jury . The wreck was marked by scenes \ 
of the wildest confusion among the ter­ 
rified passengers. The nerves of many 
were at high tension as a result of their

New Mexico, and when t he crash came 
the first impression of nearly all was 
that the train had been attacked again 
by robbers.

The pena lty is not the innocent 
one of the children’s ga m e, but a blow 
so severe tha t a physicia n has often to 
be ca lled in a fter a ga m e is over, and 
occa siona lly the sufferer is disa bled for 
some time. 
It has been found in those Ita lia n re­ 
form a tories where 
prisoners are not 
kept in solita ry confinem ent tha t pris­ 
oners’ ga m es are often accompanied 
w ith bloodshed, and tha t it is alm ost 
im possible to prevent cruelties. 
T his is 
especia lly true where prisoners work to- 
gethor, for they secrete tools and use 
them as wea pons in brutal sports. 
In one of 
these ga m es the pla yer has 
in each hand a stick, ha ving fix« *d in 
tho end a keen m eta llic point. 
He in- 
terweavos his arms, revo lvin g the sticks 
w ith rapidity, and the ga m e is for a n­ 
other prisoner 
to 
thrust his head be­ 
tween the arms and endeavor to follow 
the revolutions of the sticks without 
being wounded. 
It usua lly happens that 
ho receives 15 or 
16 wounds and comes 
out w ith a bleeding head, w hile now 
and then mortal injuri« s are received. 
The victim in a nother ga me has his 
eyes bandaged and places his palm upon 
a table, w ith fingers spread fanlikg. 
Another crimina l repeatedly strikes be­ 
tween tho fingers w ith a pointed instru­ 
ment. 
If lie wounds a finger, then the 
tw o cha nge places, and woe to the man 
who refuses tlm «*x« lumgo. The ga me is 
dangerous, a lthough tho crimina ls as­ 
sert that tin* wounds to the finger,s are 
not 
deep or severe, because, they say, 
tho meta llic points arc too short and do 
not penetrate fur, a grim form of p hil­ 
osophy. 
The sport of crim ina ls is a ccompanied 
by cha ra cteristic craft. This is especia l­ 
ly shown in tho m ethods in w hich the 
newcom er is initia ted into prison lif« 1. 
The novice is conducted into an im pro­ 
vised court chamber, where the judges 
aro his fellow prisoners. 
He is placed 
upon a sta nd and gra vely tried upon a 
pretended charge, and he has barely 
been condemned w hen tho sta nd is sud­ 
denly drawn a w a y, so tha t h ois thrown 
violently upon the earth. 
M any ga m es necessa rily im ply resist­ 
ance to pain as an a bsolute condition of 
success. For exa m ple, there is the ga m e 
of “ needles.” One of the pla yers places 
his closed fists upon the table, holding 
stea dily two needles, one in each hand, 
the points being slightly exposed. 
It is 
tho ga me 
then 
for a companion to 
strike w ith his own 
fists those of the 
other and b< onu s a question 
of e n d ur­ 
ance bet we* n tho one w ho is p ricked 
w ith tin a. * .11* - ami the one whc.'O lhsts 
are beat; n 1 v tho o th e r’s knuckles. 
T h ere are contests in w hich the fin­ 
gers and hands aro deep ly wounded, 
and the scars are an honorable d istinc­ 
tion. 
T h e characteristic feature of all these 
games, w hich aro tho recr« ;ation exclu­ 
sively of crim in als in p rison, is the love 
of combat, 
it’, as is held by exp orts, 
sp orts are the m eans of w orking off the 
sup erfluous activity of li« « *, it is evident 
th a t sup erfluous activity, in the case of 
p risoners, is esp ecially p owerful. It, has 
been noted in the case of p risoners th a t 
there is a p revalence of great agility and 
littleness, w hich 
Professor 
bom broso 
considers a negative evidence of m ental 
w eakness, since it te,stifles to a greater 
develop m« nt of the notorial centers at 
the exp ense of th o othi r cerebral centers. 
B ut u-uully this p hysical energy is not 
p rop erly used in the ordinary lift* of the 
crim in al and finds o utlet and enjoym ent 
in sp orts. 
A nother characteristic of 
the games 
of 
crim inals is the adm iratio n shown 
for p hysical force, m anifested in the 
docility w ith w hich the vanquish*^ in 
such sp orts subm it to the brutality of 
the victors, a th ing observed am ong 
savages. 
F in a lly the insensibility to p ain « -x- 
hibited in sp orts of crim inals p rov« s 
th a t such m en are le>s acute in their 
p hvsical senses as well as loss sensitive 
to the p ains of others, since w hat seems 
to others uselessly cruel is only the 
usual 
thing w ith crim inals. 
As the 
drunkard, his taste hardened by alcohol, 
has need of a stim ula n t constantly 
'♦tronger, so in the e.i-e of the crim iua’, 
the nervous system d* m auds stim ulan ts 
so strong th a t t*» the ordinary steady 
going individual they w ould be actually 
p ainful. — Pearson's Wea kly.

They were in search of an authority 
at once in linea l connection w ith the 
church of the a postles and full of v isi­ 
ble life and energy at the present day. 
They thought that the A nglica n church 
could ha rdly cla im a nything like con­ 
tinuity w ith the church of the apostles, 
and tha t the Greek church could hardly 
cla im sufficient independence of state 
life, or, indeed, sufficient vita lity and 
energy, to mark it out as an institution
